According to Isaak, when Chloe is not in a good 
mood, caring for her is easier at home.

Terie and Paul Wiederhold aren’t exactly what 
you'd call typical students. Both working on their 
graduate studies, the Wiederholds take turns car- 
ing for their four children, working as teaching 
assistants at BYU, and doing household chores. 

Kathryn and Curtis Isaak also do their share of 
balancing school, jobs and work. When 
their first child, Chloe, was born early last month, 
life got much more hectic. Their newborn spends 
part of the day with her mom and part with her:

Others don’t have an extra income and a spouse 
to help them rear their children. James DeMita, a 
senior majoring in psychology, has a 7-year-old 
son to support while he goes to school. Elizabeth 
McCabe, a senior majoring in elementary educa- 
tion, takes care of her three children, aged three 
through nine, before she hits the books.

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Many colleges don’t keep married student statistics

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Out of six universities surveyed for 
the number of married students in 
attendance, only the schools owned 
by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints kept accurate fig- 
ures, 

“We don’t have any real purposes 
for that information like BYU 
would,” said Chris Clark, an institu- 
tional researcher at Weber State 
University in Ogden. 

BYU institutional research depart- 
ment statistics say. that 25 percent of 
the student body is married, or 7,434 
out of 29,949 students. 

It’s hard to determine if that’s high- 
er than most universities, since many 
school officials don’t ask. 

At Ricks College, another LDS 
Church-owned school, 7 percent or 
575 of 8,219 students are married, 
according to the school’s registrar’s 
office. 


namely the University of Utah, Utah 
State, Weber State and the University 
of California- Los Angeles, had 
breakdowns of students by race, 


color, sex or anything except marital 


status. 


Although the three universities in. 
- the state of Utah did not keep track of 


the statistics, they did conduct sur- 
veys for a general idea of how many 
married students were in attendance. 
Weber State does not offer housing 
for married students. 
Until they have a problem or gen- 


uine reason to link that information. 


to, Weber has no practical reason to 
obtain marital status information, 
Clark said. 

Out of 14,447 students at Weber 
State, 5,056 students recorded marital 
status on their application, which is 
approximately 35 percent, said Steve 
Kerr, an institutional researcher. 

“I’m sure it’s higher, but many stu- 
dents don’t change their status when 


years,” Kerr said. 

Utah State lets students choose dur- 
ing registration whether they want to 
say they are married, and they do not 
require a student to come into the reg- 
istrar’s office to change their status, a 
spokesperson said. 

At Utah State, 54 percent of under- 
graduate students reported they were 
married, the spokesperson said. 

Utah State’s reported number of 
married students is twice as high as 
what BYU officials reported. But the 
numbers may be misleading, since not 
all students were required to report 
their marital status. 

UCLA officials said they didn’t 
know how many students were mar- 
ried, And the most recent data on 
marital status kept at the University of 
Utah is from 1987, said Brian 
Chuppy, U of U information coordi- 
nator. 

At that time, 28 percent of the stu- 
dent body was married, Chuppy said.

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Many BYU couples use 
Baby Your Baby plan

Having a baby can be expensive. It 
usually costs more than tuition, even 
after help from insurance. 

For that reason, many BYU students 
use Baby Your Baby, a state program 
that pays 100 percent of prenatal care 
and childbirth expenses, according to 
Stephen McDonald, health educator 
for the Baby Your Baby program. 

If a mother chose not to use the pro- 
gram and used BYU Health Insurance 
instead, a normal delivery and a one- 
day hospital stay for the mother and 
baby would :total $1,098, said Diane 
Hunter, supervisor for BYU 
Insurance. 

That does not cover anesthesiolo- 
gists, ultrasounds or any complica- 
tions, she said. A two-day hospital 
stay, with Caesarian birth, would raise 
the cost by $267. 

She did not know if the fees would 
be payable in a series of monthly 
installments, since the money is paid 
directly to the hospital and doctor and 
not to BYU Insurance. 

Using BYU Insurance is still cheap- 
er than paying for a birth without 
insurance, though. 

A 24-hour hospital stay alone costs 
$2,000 to $2,800 at the American 
Fork Hospital, according to Karalee 
Allen, administrative director for 
Women’s and Children’s Services. 

To qualify for the Baby Your Baby 
program, a couple expecting their first 
child would need to prove their gross 
monthly income is less than $1,319, 
said Melanie Reese, outreach coordi- 
nator for Baby Your Baby. 

The exact income needed to qualify 
varies, depending on the number of 
dependents a family has, ‘and federal 
guidelines which are reviewed yearly 
around April, she said. 

The proof of monthly income can be 
from any of the past three months and 
“once you qualify, you’re qualified 
throughout: the entire pregnancy,” 
Reese said. 

Evan Francis, bishop of the BYU 
25th Ward, a married ward, says he 
has the largest primary and nursery in 
his stake. Previously, more than 75 
percent of the parents in his ward 
used Baby Your Baby. 

Since then, he has talked to his ward 
about The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saint’s policy on being 
self-sufficient, saying that using the 
program should not be a couple’s figst 
choice. 

He said that a couple should first try 
to pay for the birth themselves, then 
get family assistance, then apply for 
church welfare, and finally get assis- 
tance from the state. 

He said, “I talked to them about the

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fact they shouldn’t unless there was 
no other choice.” 

Baby Your Baby officials do not 
feel the same way. 

“The more people on it, the happier 
we are,” said Ross Martin, public 
information officer for Baby Your 
Baby. 

Baby Your Baby is “a modified way 
of accessing Medicaid,” McDonald 
said. 

If someone qualifies for assistance 
through this program, they have the 
advantage of receiving a medical card 
to use immediately, Reese said. 

If a person were to apply through 
Medicaid instead, they would have to 
wait 45 days to receive the medical 
card, she said. That’s a long time to 
wait when you’re pregnant, she said. 

Those who do not qualify for Baby 
Your Baby may still be able to 
receive assistance through the Office 
of Family Support, Reese said. 

Medicaid paid for more than 2,000 
births in Utah in 1992, Martin said. 
More recent information was not 
available. Approximately 60 percent 
of those were done through Baby 
Your Baby, he said. 

A second aspect of the Baby Your 
Baby program is education. 

If a woman needs counseling as a 
result of a pregnancy, Baby Your 
Baby will pay for it, Reese said. 

Additionally, Baby Your Baby pro- 
vides a free keepsake book for anyone 
in the state who might request one, 
McDonald said. 

The first book of this type in the 
country, it has been sold to many 
other states, McDonald said. 

The keepsake book is “a very color- 
ful prenatal and child health record,” 
he said. It is about 120 pages long. 

Another service which Baby Your 
Baby provides is newsletters, which 
are mailed to everyone in Utah who 
has a child, he said. — 

Martin is pleased with the outreach 
program on Channel 2, because now 
when someone gets pregnant, they 
automatically think of Baby Your 
Baby, he said. 

This year, the main focus is on 
nutrition, McDonald said. 

Baby Your Baby is working with 
the Women, Infants and Children 
organization to teach people about the 
importance of nutrition throughout 
pregnancy and up through school age, 
he said. 

In 1992, Utah had its lowest-ever 
infant mortality rate, and Martin 
attributes this to the education aspect 
of Baby Your Baby. 

More recent information was not 
available, but in 1992, Utah had only 
5.9 infant deaths per 1,000 live births, 
according to Reese.

majoring in elementary education and 
the mother of three children, ages 
nine, seven and three. “I take care of 
them first and then study and try to be 
a good student. Sometimes it’s really 
hard on them because they don’t see 
me a lot.” 

Often being a good parent and stu- 
dent involves getting up much earlier 
than the children and staying up until 
midnight or 1 a.m., McCabe said. 

“My being a student places a lot of 
stress on my daughter,” said Florence 
Niba, a junior majoring in internation- 
al finance who has a 4-year-old 
daughter. “I don’t see her very much 
during the week because I also work 
in the dish room at the Cougareat,.so I 
don’t get home until late. But I’m try- 
ing to help her understand and make 
our time together on Fridays and 
Saturday mornings fun and special.” 

“Tt’s really hard to squeeze in study 
time in between class, taking care of 
our home, cooking and spending time 
with my kids,” said Tracy Naval, a 
senior in elementary education who 
has five children between the ages of 
3 and 11.

than single students, Andrus said. 

“The popular places have waiting 
lists, but in order to ‘wait’ you must 
sign a contract that binds you when 
the list finally does open up,” he said.

Reed said the key to making a rela- 
tionship work is to arrange one’s 
schedule to the other’s needs. For 
example, the Reeds usually take turns 
cooking all their meals in the morn- 
ing. 

Facing so many demands, some 
couples choose to have children after 
they graduate. 

“Somehow we do what we have to, 
but children would make it more dif- 
ficult,” Reed said.

because it has to go from my ex-hus- 
band to the Office of Recovery 
Services and finally to me.” 

Single parent students also must 
deal with their feelings and emotions. 
Many single parents cite loneliness as 
an obstacle, since they must raise 
their children alone. 

“I’m having to deal with things 
alone that a partnership usually works 
through,” McCabe said. 

These issues are addressed by a 
group organized through Women’s 
Services and Resources called the 
Single Parents Association. 

“One of the main focuses of the 
Single Parents Association is to make 
people aware that there are single par- 
ents on BYU campus and that they 
have special needs and concerns,” 
said Naval, who is co-president of the 
group with McCabe. “We also really 
work on making sure there will be 


funds available in the future for other . 


single parents.” 

They meet every week to discuss 
issues affecting single parents. 

“We try to deal with topics such as 
stress and. time management,” 
McCabe said. “For instance, we’re 
working on changing the way game 


tickets are made available to single 


parents. Currently, we can’t get just 
one extra ticket for one of our kids 
until the general public is allowed to 
get them.” 

“Mainly, we just try to be there for 
each other,” she said. “You can’t 
understand what it’s like to be a sin- 
gle parent until you’ve been in the sit- 
uation.” 

“My experiences as a single parent 
at BYU have been really positive,” 
McCabe said. 

“Divorce and first being single is a 
hard situation to go through and there 
are lots of feelings to sort through, but 
I’ve had the support of the Church 
and of my kids, which has meant just 
so much to me.” 

“Going through a divorce is not 
something I’d wish on anybody, but it 
taught me a lot,” Jensen said. “I’m a 
lot closer to my Heavenly Father and 
to my children, which is what really 
counts.”

The ELWC lost and found has 
helped thousands of people find their 
lost items for over 20 years. 

Nancy Carson, assistant to the direc- 
tors of Student Leadership 
Development for Guest Services and 
Administration, said the lost and 
found program is an organized system 
to help students find their lost items 
on campus. 

“Because of the honesty of our stu- 
dents, they need a place where they 
can turn in whatever they find,” 


Carson said. 


The lost and found office is located 
in 118 ELWC. It is opened from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, and 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. on 
Saturdays, Carson said. 

Approximately 50,000 to 60,000 
items come in each year. Nearly 
5,000 people either come in or call in 
each month, Carson said. 

The lost and found office has an 
overall return rate of 60 percent. 
Carson said many people wait for the 
owners to come back to the area 
where items were left and get them. 
Carson said many people, however, 
do not know where they lost their 
belongings.

University Police stress 
BYU campus bike safety

Because of unusually good weather, 
University Police are concerned about 
bicycle safety, said Lt. Steve Baker, 
manager over BYU parking and traf- 
fic services. 

Police would like students to 
remember to never ride bicycles dur- 
ing class breaks, 10 minutes before 
the hour to 10 minutes after the hour, 
because of safety risks. 

Baker said a lot of students who 
have experienced problems with bike 
riders are not willing to file an official 
complaint. 

Although some serious accidents 
have occurred, most of the complaints 
stem from near-misses, Baker said. 

“My freshman year someone 
clipped me with his handlebar,” said 
Lincoln Bramwell, a sophomore from 
San Luis Obispo, Calif., majoring in 
history. He did not report the incident. 

“Tt was no.big deal because the peo- 
ple walking weren’t paying attention 
to the biker, who was going really 
slow,” Bramwell said. 

Bicycles may be ridden on campus 
sidewalks at other times, when traffic 
is not as heavy, but are required to 
travel at speeds close to a walk. 

If the bicycle safety rules are 
ignored, Baker said the Traffic 
Committee may be forced to consider 
restricting bikes from campus side- 
walk use altogether. Currently, the 
regulation is enforced with a $25 fine.

If the bicycle 
is not licensed, $1 of that fee can be 
applied toward the purchase of a 
Provo City bike license. 

Bicycles ridden or parked on cam- 
pus must be licensed by the BYU 
Traffic Office or Provo Police 
Department. 

Bicycles can be hazardous when 
they impede traffic by traveling too 
slow in a traffic lane. Bikers should 
ride with the flow of traffic, as close 
to the right as possible and use hand 
signals to indicate turns, Baker said. 

“The drivers around campus give no 
respect to bikers,” Bramwell said. 

“J almost get hit by cars constant- 
ly,”he said about riding his bigycle on 
the roads near campus. 

“Most people try to cooperate with 
bike safety rules,” Baker said. “That 
is something we really appreciate.”

Social stigmas and constrained rules 
may contribute to a decline in the 
number of single students living on 
campus, which is one-third the num- 
ber of those who live off campus. 

Almost 5,000 single students live on 
campus while 17,143:single students 
live off campus. 

Jered Critchfield, a former desk 
attendant at Deseret Towers, says liv- 
ing on campus is a tradition only for a 
student’s first year. Usually, the fresh- 
man young men.leave on missions, 
get used to apartment-style living, and 
return to BYU wanting to live off 
campus. 

Critchfield says the women are anx- 
ious to try something new after living 
on campus. 

“It’s not cool to live here again,” 
Critchfield said, about living on cam- 


. pus a second year. 


Critchfield said the women’s dorms 
usually fill up Fall semester, while the 
men’s dorms have 80 vacancies. 
Winter semester: the vacancies 
increase with about 50-60 women’s 
vacancies, and 90-100 men’s vacan- 
cies. Critchfield says the number of 
vacancies increase because some men 
leave on missions, and the women 
usually want to move off campus. 

Chris Kieffer, a junior from 
Batesville, Ind., said he left the dorms 
after one semester because they were 
too restrictive. 

“I moved away from home to get 
away from my mother, and came to 
the dorms to find I had another moth- 


_er, a dorm mother,” Kieffer said. 


He said he came to the dorms 
because he didn’t know where else to 
live. 

“Choosing the dorms - was a conye-

Kaelyn Scott, a sophomore from 
Iowa ‘City, Iowa, left the dorms dur- 
ing her freshman year for similar rea- 
sons. After spending time with her 
sister, who lives off campus, Scott 
realized the freedom and privacy she 
was missing living on campus. 

“It was a waste of money for me to 
live in the dorms.

Some students complain the cost of 
on-campus living is too high.

Poverty cause of riots, 
civil rights activist says

A prominent Los Angeles lawyer 
and civil rights activist told BYU law 
students Thursday that poverty is 
what spurred the L.A. riots. 

“J felt very conflicted as I saw the 
insanity around me, not just on the 
streets but in the systems that caused 
the riot,” said Angela E. Oh, a partner 
in the Los Angeles law firm of Beck, 
DeCorso, Werksman, Barrera and Oh. 
“When Mr. Koppel told me on 
Nightline that the riots occurred 
because blacks hated Koreans, I had 
to set him straight.” 

As President of the Korean- 
American Bar Association of 
Southern California, Oh emerged as a 
spokeswoman for Korean-Americans 


‘in the aftermath of the L:A. riots. 


Oh said the nation’s urban centers 
are in trouble. 

She said the riots had much more to 
do with poverty than racial tension. 
She saw old people, pregnant women, 
and 6- or 7-year-old children stealing 
food and other basic needs. 

In a recent trip to Northern Ireland, 
she said the thing that struck her most

People everywhere keep busting, 
squeezing, pumping and working 
their way to a better body. 

Exercise equipment and gimmicks 
have created a new fitness revolution 
for every day fitness consumers and 
athletic professionals alike, said 
Phyllis Jacobson, head of the depart- 
ment of dance. 

Jacobson said weight loss and fit- 
ness fads have been studied and 
researched for, years, but current tac- 
tics are improving. 

She said 20 years ago she 
researched ineffective equipment that 
tried to shake and roll people into 
shape, but times have changed for the 
better. : ; 

“Right now, I do not see as many 
gimmicks as there were at that time,” 
Jacobson said. “I think that there is 
better education. Most of the equip- 
ment is good. 

“The thing that you have to do is 
understand how the body is built and 
see if it (equipment) does what it says 
it will do. Some of the machines are 
wonderful in helping the body move 
and exert pressure but sometimes it 
puts pressure on the joints where it 
shouldn’t be,” she said. 

BYU intramural coordinator 
Barbara Neal said recent exercise 
trends aren’t gimmicks at all. She 
said they are “helps” and “aids” for 
better health. 

“T’ve been working out for 12 years 
and there’s a total difference,’ Neal 
said. “When you see professionals 
now in this industry they are not only 
cardiovascularly fit, but toned. I think 
it’s improved (fitness) 100 percent.” 

She said the aids aren’t merely 
money makers — they are very help- 
ful exercise tools that motivate people 
to work out more. 

“We need strengthening along with 
the cardiovascular,” Neal said. “We 
are doing that by adding tubing, rub- 
ber bands, weights — whatever it 
takes for resistance. ; think it adds 
variety. 

“If you. spend so many hours doing 
something and then you add an ele- 
ment, or gimmick, it does improve the 
variety,” she said. 

Neal said the intramurals depart- 
ment tests different workout helps for 
a long time before using them in their 
programs. She said the “Step” has 
been added to the intramurals pro- 
gram because of its effect impact on 
both muscular and aerobic condition- 
ing. 

She said the department has also 
considered using the widely publi- 
cizéd “Slide” for upcoming’ semesters. 

Neal and Johnson agreed that indi- 
viduals should be cautious in buying 
and using different exercise fads. 
They said education and knowledge 
of equipment usage helps to get better 
health benefits. 

Johnson said the equipment used by 
the University is tested and tried out 
in order to make sure it is safe and 
effective. 

Alan Clegg, store manager of the 
Upper Limit, said exercise equipment 
isn’t always designed for making peo- 
ple fit, he said it’s a “multi-multi-mil- 
lion dollar business” designed to 
make money. 

“There are a lot of gimmicks,” 
Clegg said. “In fact there are a lot of 
things that appear legitimate but 
they’re not the quality to make them 
last.” 

Clegg said a lot of the equipment 
on the market isn’t worth consumers’ 
money. He said consumers don’t 
always use the product, they don’t 


‘understand how to use it or they don’t 


buy the equipment that will last. 

“For some reason if people commit 
money to something they think that 
it’s going to commit them to do it,” 
Clegg said. “But anything that you do 
against resistance, if it’s stressing the 
muscle beyond what its used to, is 
going to give some kind of strength. 
It’s good that people are more health 
conscious, if it helps people exercise 
then it’s a good investment.” 

Unfortunately, some health sales 
capitalize on the craze for fitness, 
especially during the new year, Clegg 
said. Also, some advertisements and 
fitness claims could be deceptive. 

“They. (equipment companies) asso- 
ciate themselves with a big name and 
make a cheap product,” Clegg said. 

“Because of the name association 
and because of the mentality people 
have to get healthy, they’re making 
millions of dollars with equipment 
that is mass production — made as 
cheaply as possible and kicked out the 
door because they want the money. 
and they,know people will buy it. 
Whether they use it or not is really 
irrelevant to them.” 

Spa Fitness Center club director 


Exercise equipment and gimmicks 
may not be what they seem to be 


K.C. Nielsen said that in the exercise 
equipment world, “you get what you 
pay for.” He said a lot of equipment 
sold over television is “just junk.” . 

“Just because some good looking 
girl on T.V. says it works doesn’t 
mean it-does.” 

Although there is some debate on 
which products are made to “rip peo- 
ple off” or keep them fit, fitness 
scholars say that the actual process of 
getting-fit is only through hard work, 
no matter what equipment is used. 

“The technology and the advance- 
ment of science has proven that what 
you need to do to get in shape is you 
have to work your cardiovascular sys- 
tem,” Nielsen said. 

Nielsen said he has seen remark- 
able progress in fitness equipment 
while in the health club business for 
the last 12 years. 

“Tt has changed so much — when 
the health club business first started 
out they had vibrators and jigglers to 
beat that fat off of you. Now what 
they’re finding out more and more is 
that all you have to do is low-impact 
activity.” 


“Through our research, we have 
found that the body actually needs to 
be moving,” Jacobson said. “They 
need to be lifting weights if they want 
to condition the muscles. People don’t 
need a gimmick — they need action.”

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The concert on Friday will include duets, solos 
and group work, Ollerton said. One unique work 
is “The Raven” performed by two brothers based 
on their learning experiences in Alaska and done 
to the rhythm of their mother beating a drum, she 
said. 

“Another unique dance in the program is a solo 
a child does in front of a large clock that stops 
ticking to let her dance,” she said. “There is also 
a duet where two sisters use a telephone as a 
prop and their conversation as the music for their 
movement.” 

This year the program features a group dance 
of about 20 teenagers that worked together to 
compose a work. “They have all socialized and 
worked together to get this done,” Ollerton said. 
“Tam real proud of these kids.” 

The program is called creative dance because it 
is not formal modern dance and technique, 


‘Ollerton said: 


“The philosophy of the program is that a child 
will not only grow in technique but in composi- 
tion and problem solving areas that they can use 
in other aspects of their lives,” she said. 

The program is associated with BYU because 
the children register for classes through the 
University’s conferences and workshops. 

The program is an integrated part of the 
Department of Dance and serves as a lab for 
methods classes for dance majors, Ollerton said.

“Dance majors learn how to teach classes and 
education majors learn about children through 
this program,” Ollerton said. 

Ollerton has been with the program long 
enough to see kids that began at age four become 
dance majors at BYU. “One of my 5-year-olds is 
a graduate teacher under me right now,” Ollerton 
said. Sixteen of the previous dancers are students 
at BYU. 

“Two of our students have received the best 
possible scholarships to dance at the University 
of Utah,” Ollerton said.

It was clear things would be different for the Cougars 
when Larson picked up his fourth personal foul just four 
minutes into the second half. 

Instead of panicking, though, the Cougars maintained 
their eight-point advantage until Larson reentered the 
game with six minutes left to play; at the same time, forc- 
ing the Rainbows into foul troubles of their own with 
Ruffin, Molle, and 7-foot center Tony Maroney each 
picking up four fouls during that stretch. 

“Some people think that for BYU to win, Larson has to 
score 30 points,” Reid said after the game. “It’s nice to 
win when Larson only scores 15 points.” 

Larson wasn’t so sure that “nice” was his assessment of 
winning despite his foul woes, though. Responding to 
questions about he and Ken Roberts both picking up four 
fouls early in the second half he said, “I hate game likes 


~ that.” 


Despite Roberts’ foul trouble, he added 15 points of his 
own on 6-8 shooting to help fight off the oft-surging 
Rainbows. 

But down the stretch, it was free-throws that clinched 
the victory for the Cougars. During the last seven minutes

The BYU women’s swimming and 
diving team cruised past

The women look ready to win 
another WAC championship as they 
finished the season 7-0 in WAC 
competition and 10-4 overall.

The Cougars swept the top three 


spots in the 400 individual medley 
and the 100 free. In the 400 I.M. 
Larrel Paterna placed first with a 
time of 4:42.13 and Amy Edman 
notched the top spot in the 100 free 
with a time of 53.22. 

Other first-place finishers included 
Celeste Belliston in the 200 free 
(1:57.82), Wendy VanAntwerp in 
the 50 free (25.20) and Cherrill 
Haws in the 1000 free (10:36.20). 

BYU also placed first in the 200 
team medley with a time of 149.26. 

All-American diver Vanessa 
Thelin captured the 1 meter board 
with a score of 326.55 and team- 
mate Christina Conn placed third 
(283.95). On the 3-meter board 
Conn took first (287.03), while 
Thelin took a rare second with a 
score of 277.50. 

“T was a little bit surprised we did- 
n’t dive a little bit better,” diving 
coach Keith Russell said. 

BYU’s Byron Shefchik placed 
first in the 200 breast (2:03.72) and 
the 200 I.M. (1:53.47) to lead the 
men. 

Co-captain Glenn Abernethy won 
the only other individual event for 


the Cougars in the 200 back with a 
time of 1:51.55. 

Ben Harrison placed second in the 
50 freestyle (20.95), narrowly miss- 
ing first as Utah’s Ronnewall had a 


* time of 20.52. 


“20.5 would havé won WAC last 
year,” Powers said. “Harrison’s 
three 20’s (50 free) is unheard of.” 

The Utes have won the WAC the 
last seven years and finished the 
regular season undefeated.

Moe wins rare skiing gold for USA

Tommy Moe succeeded Sunday 
where Olympic officials had failed: 
He brought everyone’s attention back 
to the Games. The U.S. hockey team 
— somewhat shakily — kept it 
focused there. 

Moe, an underdog American skiing 
just hours after-resolution of the 
Tonya. Harding debacle, left thou- 
sands of Norwegians in stunned 
silence when he won the men’s down- 
hill. gold. over local. hero Kjetil. Andre 
Aamodt. 

The American hockey team, looking 
for its first gold medal in 14 years, 
made up a two-goal third period 
deficit to salvage a 4-4 tie with 
France. A pair of flukey scores saved 
the Americans from defeat as first 
lady Hillary Clinton, waving an 
American flag, looked on with daugh- 
ter Chelsea. 

Moe’s victory, by .04 seconds, was 
the closest Alpine race in Olympic 
history. He collected the first U.S. 
men’s Alpine gold in a decade and 
only the second ever. 

“T didn’t even have any thoughts in 
my mind that I was going to win,” 
said Moe, a free spirit from Palmer, 
Alaska, who’s competing in his sec- 
ond Olympics. “I just figured, * hey, 
I'll ski the best I can.” 

He did, grabbing the gold just four 
days short of his 24th birthday. 
Canadian Ed Podivinsky took the 
bronze. 

While Moe’s upset win canceled the 
party on the slopes, Norwegians at the 
Viking Hall celebrated a world 
record-setting gold medal perfor- 
mance by one of their own, speed- 
skater Johann Olav Koss. The 
Slovakian hockey team made its 
Olympic debut with a 4-4 tie against 


medal favorite Sweden. And at the 
luge, Duncan Kennedy kept hope 
alive for the first U.S. medal ever in 
the event. 

Koss, one of many 1992 Olympians 
expected to excel in these Games with 
the one-time-only two-year turn- 
around, smashed his own world 
record in the 5,000 meters. The silver 
went to teammate Kjell Storelid, 
whose Olympic-record run was 
buried by Koss’s time of 6 minutes, 
34.96 seconds. Koss broke his own 


. record, set two months ago, by more 


than half a second. 

“Johann! Johann!” screamed the 
crowd of 12,000 as Koss nabbed the 
first Norwegian gold of the 17th 
Winter Games. 

By day’s end, Norway had three 
medals — more than any, other nation 
— and Koss was a national hero. 

Moe’s fine performance was the 
first American men’s downhill gold 
since 1984. Billy Johnson — who, 


" like Moe, had never won even a 


World Cup race — captured the first 
gold in Sarajevo. 

As for Aamodt, he now has a silver 
to go with the gold and bronze he 
won two years ago at Albertville, 
France. 

If Aamodt couldn’t win, there was a 
certain justice in Moe’s victory. The 
skier has a dozen relatives in the Oslo 
area and plans to visit an 82-year-old 
uncle, Olvar Anderson, before head- 
ing home. 

That mattered little to the 40,000 
folks at the downhill, where Moe 
turned a mountain full of clanging 
cowbells and howling fans into an 
Alpine wake. 

They weren’t the only ones left dis- 
appointed. Mrs. Clinton was late get- 
ting to the slopes and missed Moe’s 
medal-winning run. Her husband tried 
to make up for it by calling Moe to

congratulate the skier on his medal. 

There were no compliments for the 
American hockey team, which par- 
layed a pair of miscues by French 
goalie Petri Ylonen into a 4-4 tie. 
Ylonen, who turned long shots by 
Peter Laviolette and Brian Rolston 
into goals, slammed his stick to the 
ice in anger when the game ended. 

The United States grabbed an early 
2-1 lead, but three American miscues 
near the net allowed France to move 
ahead in the final period. 

In other hockey action, Slovakia 
scored an. impressive 4-4. tie with sec- 
‘ond-seeded Sweden in its first 
Olympic hockey game. The Slovaks, 
who received a goal from ex-NHL 
great Peter Stastny, hugged on the 
bench and celebrated on the ice after 
the win. 

The country gained its independence 
just 13 months ago. Four of its play- 
ers are from the 1992 bronze-medal 
Czechoslovakian team. The Canadian 
team, silver medal winners in 1992, 
whipped Italy 7-2 in its first game 
here. 

The Moe medal and the Sunday 
debut of the U.S. hockey team provid- 
ed a welcome break from the 
Harding-Nancy Kerrigan flap, which 
ended with American officials agree- 
ing to let Harding skate. 

“The matter has been resolved,” 
Kerrigan said in a Sunday statement 
that pointedly omitted Harding’s 
name. “Regardless of my opinion on 
the ruling, the Olympics have begun 
and it’s time to skate.”

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Winter’s low snow levels help 
Utah’s deer, elk population

Skiers and snowmobilers may pray 
for snow, but Utah’s generally mild 
winter has blessed the state’s wildlife 
— for the time being. 

“We’ve had a very mild winter, and 
that has been a blessing so far because 
deer, elk and other wildlife are having 
a much easier time,” said Bruce 
Giunta, the regional game manager in 
the Springville office of the Division 
of Wildlife Resources. 

Although the winter has blessed 
Utah wildlife in the short term, the 
low level of precipitation may be a 
curse in disguise, Giunta said. 

“The bad part is it is not mee | 
much moisture into the soil profile,” . 
Giunta said. The lack of moisture may 
decrease the vegetative food supply 
next spring. 

Officials from Uinta National Forest 
also say the lack of precipitation may 
adversely affect wild animals. 

Forest hydrologist Paul Skabelund 
said decreased snow levels will most 
likely cause problems for fish and 
waterfowl, as well as deer and elk. 

But forest wildlife benefit from the 
lower snow level, Skabelund said. 

“It’s probably been beneficial to 
wildlife right now because they can 
stay higher, where the forage is,” 
Skabelund said. 

The snow level at the beginning of 
February was 50 percent the normal 
level, while the stream flow forecast 
was 55 percent normal, according to 
information released by the Uinta

Good husbands and fathers fulfill 
fundamental gospel doctrine, said 
Elder Boyd K. Packer Sunday at a 
multi-regional conference in the 
‘Marriott Center. 

Elder Packer spoke to approximate- 
ly 8,000 members of BYU married 
student wards. 

Elder Malcolm S. Jeppsen of the 
Second Quorum of the Seventy, Elder 
W. Eugene Hansen of the First 
Quorum of the Seventy, BYU 
President Rex E. Lee, Regional 
Representative Errol S. Phippen and 
some of their wives also spoke at the 
conference. 

Elder Packer encouraged husbands 
to be sensitive to their wives and their 
children, and to enjoy the time cou- 
ples spend at BYU. 

“The man has a head and a woman 
has a heart, but the man never knows 
what goes on in the heart,” said Elder 
Packer about the importance hus- 
bands have of listening to their wives. 

He also stressed discussing the 
gospel in the only permanent institu- 
oer: a tion — the family. 

Elder Packer told a story about a 
mission president who called one of 
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his missionaries to be branch presi- 
dent. Elder Packer asked the mission 
president why a missionary was 
branch president and not a local mem- 
ber. The mission president explained 
that the missionary was the only wor- 
thy one in the branch. 

“Call a local member because he 


knows something about the doctrine’ 


that the missionary boy doesn't 
know,” Elder Packer told the mission 
president. “He knows what it’s like 
being a father and husband and what 
it’s like having children.” 

“The most important things happen 
at the grass-root levels of the church,” 
Elder Packer said. 

People don’t understand why all 
worthy LDS young men are obligated 
to go on missions and why all worthy 
LDS young women don’t have to go 
on missions if they don’t want to, 
Elder Packer said.

Packer asked. 

He related:a hypothetical situation 
where a certain sister gets called on a 
mission.

“We allow her to go home and be 
married,” Elder Packer said.
